College 
graduated and accredited 
teachers at Casa De Todas 
earn approximately $60 a 
month. The Casa De Todas 
school has high standards 
and is accredited by the 
government of Mexico. 

Dr. Elwood came to San 
Diego two years ago to re¬ 
tire after a 27 year dental 
practice; however after his 
first visit to Casa De Todas 
and the surrounding area of 
Tijuana he has been freely 
giving his time and talent 
several days each week. 

The high school students 
from Sierra Madre Metho¬ 
dist Church will continue to 
try to raise the estimated 
$1000 goal for their Easter 
vacation “peace corps type” 
work project for needed ma¬ 
terials, equipment and food 
for Casa De Todas.

, “A real man’s priest.” Fath¬ 
er O’Malley was born in Ire¬ 
land in 1907 and ordained 
there in 1931. This June will 
mark his 35th year as a 
priest; except for war serv¬ 
ice, all of this time has Oeen 
spent in' the L.A. Diocese of 
California, where he arrived 
the year of his ordination. 
He has been at St. Mary’s 
in Boyle Heights, and at the 
Cathedral at 2nd and Main 
in Los Angeles; at Newhall, 
where he pioneered a par¬ 
ish; at the Cathedral 
Chapel, Wilshire and La 
Brea; St. Andrews in Pasa- 
den-a; St. Gertrude’s in Bell 
Gardens, and, finally, since 
1951, at St. Rita’s in Sierra 
Madre. 

St. Rita’s School in 1951 
consisted of four classrooms 
and an auditorium. In 1952 
Father O’Malley added four 
classrooms; in 1962, eight 
more; and in 1965, he built 
the new convent to house 
the larger teachirrg staff of 
si.sters required for the 
growing school. Now, with 
the help of architect John 
Gougeon, he is replacing the 
church designed and built 
by Will Schiltz, a former 
Mayor of Sierra Madre. 

Father O’Malley was an 
Army Chaplain all during 
World War II, putting his 
time in in the South Pacific. 
Gougeon once asked him if 
he thought he’d know his 
way around the islands if 
he were to go back. “I 
ought to,” was the reply. “I 
think I’ve crawled across 
every one of those beaches.” 
“Did you ever go in with an 
invasion?” asked John. “Oh, 
no,’ ’the good father an¬ 
swered. He added, doubtless 
with a twinkle, “It was al¬ 
ways a few minutes after.” 

Surely such a priest pos¬ 
sesses not only faith, and its 
synorrym, courage, but that 
much rare commodity, a 
sense of humor about him¬ 
self and his role. Perhaps 
this accounts in part for his 
successes at St. Rita’s which 
will culminate in the erec¬ 
tion of John Gougeon’s de¬ 
sign for a new church.

These are their statements delivered to mo the day 
that they fiiixl for office and later appearing in the press. 
This statement set us looking for facts and figures, and this 
is the way the cookies cr'imhie; so read tt'em and form 
your own opinions. 

A check of the 1965 r iid 1966 Property Tax Bill will 
disclose that the Pasadena Unified School District, includ¬ 
ing the Junior College, taki's 51 (ler cent of the property 
tax: Los Angeles County takes 25 per cent; Flood Control 
4 i)cr cent; Sanitation Districts 2 iier cent; Water District 1 
jK>r cent; and tile City of Sierra Madre receives 16 per cent. 
The real Ixmefit you receive from the County’s 25 per cent 
is difficult to discover but for Sierra Madre’s 16 per cent 
you are furnished Polici", Fire, Street Repair and Mainten¬ 
ance, Clerk iind Treasurer, Administration, Health, Recre¬ 
ation, and numi'rous other items. 

Looking back for 15 years to 1951, the present County 
tax rein-esents a growth of 47 [n’r cent, tlie schools 73 per 
cent, F1 (kk 1 Control 117 iier cent, and the City 6 piT cent. 

Population growth and increase in assessed valuation 
certainly enter tlie jiicture, Iiut all these other agencies 
have exiierienced lh(‘ same’ tyiie of growth as Sierra Madre, 
yet they have had many times the increase in property tax 
rat('. 

Using the Regional Planning Commission designation 
of areas 24 cities lie in the San Gabriel Valley. These cities 
range in population from Industry, with 707, to Pasadena, 
with 125,024 and in assessed valuation for 1964-65 from 
Bradbury with !i!3,309,.340 to Pasadena with $419,361,855, 

For ('leven of these cities, the City Tax Rato shown 
covers all required services. For seven there is no city 
tax rate as such and all services are iiaid for by special 
district taxes. iSiH’cial district taxes cost just as much, 
they just do not show in the record as a CITY l^’ROPERTY 
TAX). Six cities u.se a combination of city and special dis¬ 
trict taxes. There are no cities that do not use either a 
city tax or a spi’cial district tax for furnishing municipal 
services. 

Baldwin Park can brag of a 61 cent city tax but add 
on a 59 cent fire district tax, an IS cent library tax and 
40 cents for parks and recreation services and you have 
$1.78 which is 23 cents higher than Sierra Madre’s present 
tax iind is higher tlian Sierra Madre’s tax has ever been 
(wen when there was a special 15 cent tax lor city flood 
control projects. 

Just as important today in oiierating a city as property 
taxi's are sales tax income. Using 23 cities disregarding 
Bradbury which receives $36, the sales tax income for 1963- 
1964 (latest figures available) range from $48,938 for San 
Dimas to $3,261,310 lor Pasadena. 

Sierra Madre runs second low with $56,114. For com¬ 
parison, South El Monte with only 8,265 persons received 
$411,239 and Industry with 737 persons received $749,452. 

In as much as the sizes of the 24 cities under study 
vary so greatly, much more meaningful figures can be 
seen when income i.s based on per capita amounts. 

Following aiong with sales tax and again disregarding 
Bradbury, San Dimas was low with $4.09 per person, and 
.Sierra Madre next with $4.81, with the City of Industry 
high with $1,016,89, and Irwindale second high with 
$417.20. Among the cities with the middle area figures are 
Arcadia with $14.94, El Monte with $26.54, and Monrovia 
with $19.89. 

When you try to trace total income or TOTAL INCOME 
PER CAPITA, no realistic figures for the 24 cities are 
available due to the “special district” income problem. If 
we take the eleven cities which furnish all services with the 
special district left off. Sierra Madre is next to the bottom 
at $.56.87, Glendora bottom at $53.49, and Pasadena tops 
with $115.23. Some other cities in this group are Alhambra 
with $81.15, Azusa at $81.46, Covina at $90.29, and Monrovia 
at $85.36. 

Before finishing this figure review, it is helpful to 
look at the cities in the San Gabriel Valley with a higher 
tax rate than Sierra Madre. We have already seen how 
Baldwin Park with an apparent 61 cent rate really is 
$1.78. Those with a good honest city property rate higher 
than Sierra Madre’s $1,552 are San Marino at $1.57, Mon¬ 
terey Park at $1.58, Monrovia at $1.61, and South Pasadena 
at $1.90. This would appear to bo a fairly representative 
group of reputable, long-established cities. 

If we would aim for a 20 cent tax cut (representing a 
$10 per year savings on the average house of $20,000 
value, which is approximately the average home value in 
Sierra Madre), we would then be below Azusa and Covina 
at $1.45, Alhambra at $1-47 and Glendora at $1.38. Only 
Arcadia (with its race track) at $1.05 and Pasadena at 
$1.20 with its large commercial and manufacturing centers 
would be lower among the eleven cities which furnish all 
municipal services out of their property tax rate.
